When he left the racing scene 
he was the leading money winner of his division, had 
a reputation of being one of the greatest finishers for 
some years.

CotumsBia, S. C. When he graduates 
from the University of South Carolina at 
Columbia at the end of the current  se- 
mester, 23-year-old Fuller Melver Prick- 
ett. known in these parts as Mackie. will 
end 10 long and successful years of con- 
centration on the game of football. He 
then will turn his energies to training 
Thoroughbred horses. 

The young athlete has no worries about 
employment. He and his father. Melver. 
own one of South Carolina’s largest and 
most successful strings of race horses. 

The Prickett farm, located between the 
Calhoun County seat of St. Matthews 
(population 2,300) and the hamlet of Lone 
Star is a complete Thoroughbred opera- 
tion. There are 22 broodmares on the place 
and 3 stallions—Guillotine, on lease from 
Greentree; Old Rockport. purchased from 
the Clifford Mooers estate; and Fugitive. 
bought last year and bred to 2 mares in 
his first season at stud. 

When Mackie was born, on November 
6, 1934, McIver Prickett was raising cot- 
ton, corn, and livestock on his present 
land and helping support the operation by 
selling life insurance on the side. 

As a 5-year-old Mackie was a_ prize- 
winning handler of dogs. At 8, he took 
8 dogs into the ring at the Beagle Club’s 
bench show in Atlanta, Ga., and won 4 
firsts. 2 seconds and a third. It was a fair 
and square victory, and among the several 
hard-boiled beagle men he defeated was 


his own father. 


About this time, his father bought a few 
Thoroughbreds and raced them against 
horses owned by neighboring farmers in 
small, informal races held at various 
places in low-country South Carolina. 
When Mclver Prickett got tired of this he 
sold the lot to his cousin. Clayton Prickett, 
who took them to the mile tracks up north. 
This started Clayton on his career as a 
trainer, and he now operates a large pub- 
lic stable. 


Mackie admits that at one time he had 
“a reputation of being the meanest boy 
in the county. I could cuss like a sailor 
even when I was 7 or 8 and I just simply 
couldn’t stand for a lady to tell me to do 
anything, even my mother.” 

Horses seemed to change the lad. His 
father says that horses “made a gentle- 
man of him.” Mackie says. “I guess horses 
gave me something else to think about.” 

When Mackie was 9 his father took him 
to a race meeting at the nearby town of 
Elloree. Mackie was fascinated, and after 
their return home, Mackie talked his 
father into trying Thoroughbreds again. 

Mclver went to W. W. (Billy) Carroll, 


a local horseman, and purchased Mad 
Kiss, a 22-year-old mare, and a yearling, 
later named Mackie’s Pal. Mad Kiss had 
for years been an active racer on the South 
Carolina circuit—tracks at Elloree, Walter- 
boro. Kingstree, Orangeburg, and Myrtle 
Beach. She still was racing when the 
Pricketts bought her. 


Mackie. who had always had a pony, 
broke Mackie’s Pal on a plowed track in 
the middle of a field. “She was a gentle 
filly and never threw me,” Mackie says. 

Mackie’s Pal was lost in a $3,000 claim- 
ing race and went on to win about $18,000. 
Mad Kiss produced 3 foals before she died 
at the age of 30. 

Mackie rode in a couple of races at 
the age of 9. His first mount was the be- 
loved Mad Kiss, and during the next 4 
years he was one of the most active and 
successful jockeys in the state. Mackie 
figures he won about one out of every 
7 of his 1,000-odd races in the next 4 
years. His greatest day, beyond question, 
was on a Fourth of July at Myrtle Beach, 
the biggest and most commercial of South 
Carolina’s tracks. There were 7 races 
that day and Mackie had a mount in 6 of 
them. He won 5 races, and in his sixth 
he was last. 

“I guess our best horses would be 
$8,000 platers today. All of the horses 
weren't Thoroughbreds, but it got to the 
point you had to have a Thoroughbred to 
win,” Mackie said. (Pari-mutuel betting 
was illegal, and the races eventually were 
ordered closed by a governor who didn’t 
like the informal wagering that went on.) 

Most of the jockeys in these races were 
South Carolina farm boys. One, Neil 
Bates, of Wateree (a wide place in the 
road a few miles from the Prickett farm), 
became one of the stars of a high school 
football team that frequently clashed with 
Mackie’s St. Matthews’ team. Young Bates 
later was a baseball pitcher for the United 
States Naval Academy. 

“We were pretty good riders,” said 
Mackie. “Many times professional jockeys 
from winter training establishments at 
Columbia, Aiken, and Camden would race 
against us. We almost always beat them; 
in fact, we made a special effort to do it.” 

Mackie picked up much of his riding 
skill in New England. After buying Mad 
Kiss and Mackie’s Pal, McIver Prickett 
began to ease into racing more and more. 
He bought a few horses here and there, 
and at the age of 10 Mackie accompanied 
his father’s trainer, the late Jack Goodwin, 
to New England for the races and spent 
the summer there. McIver sent his horses 
to the bigger tracks mainly to sell them. 


But Goodwin allowed Mackie to exercise 
and breeze the horses. “It was great fun,

Nathenson, president and vice president of 
Balmoral, the association’s 30 racing days 
were assigned to Washington Park. The

According to press reports from Chi- 
cago, a new group has wrested control of 


the Balmoral organization. Appearing be- 


fore the board as spokesmen for a majority 
of stockholders were Hubert Howard, who 
recently resigned as chairman of the 
Balmoral board of directors, and Daniel 
F. Rice, Chicago grain dealer and owner 
of Danada Farm at Lexington. Attorneys 
for Howard and Rice asked that the Bal- 
moral meeting be re-assigned to Washing- 
ton Park, and the board sustained this 
request over the objections of attorneys 
representing Reineman and Nathenson, 
who wanted the meeting held at Haw- 
thorne. 


Attorney Lee A. Freeman. speaking for 
Howard and Rice, told the board that his 
clients represented the owners of 42,000 
shares of stock. “Individuals composing 
our committee have filed an application 
for racing dates from May 12 to June 14, 
1958 — 30 days of racing to be run at 
Washington Park. Our application is filed 
in compliance with statutory requirements 
by Howard, Rice, and the individuals who 
represent a majority of stock, excluding 
Arlington Park and Washington Park.” 


Attorney Dudley Jessop. representing 
Arlington-Washington Parks, said his 
clients were willing to make any adjust- 
ments necessary in order to assure a 
successful season. To this end the tracks 
were willing to defer back payments of 
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$50,000 on Balmoral stock. and to defer 
$651,000 of 4 per cent debentures until 
April, 1958. 

The board then went into closed session, 
and late in the afternoon ruled in favor of 
the Howard-Rice group. 

The board’s deliberations had begun a 
week earlier, when Reineman and Nathen- 
son had asked approval of a 3-year lease 
at Hawthorne. Reineman told the board 
that his directors desired to move to Haw- 
thorne because the Arlington-Washington 
organization had tried to gain control of 
the Balmoral stock and because of increas- 
ing rent at Washington Park. 

Paul Serdar, chairman of the racing 
beard, said at that time that he favored 
holding the Balmoral meetings at Haw- 
thorne, but he was outvoted by board 
members William S. Miller and Frank 
Warton. It was decided to withhold a 
final decision until after the hearing on 
November 25.

in the manner of a mother sending her 
child off to his first day of school, she 
patted the jockey and turned him over 
to Parke. They nodded and Shoemaker 
was tossed into the saddle. Shoe’s gloves 
came off at the post. 


No Serious Challenge 


A haze hung over the track and the 
threat of more snow was in the air. Last 
in the gate. Jewel’s Reward was first to 
leave from his outside post. Amber Tide, 
on the inside. headed the Maine Chance 
colt for a few strides around the club 
house turn, then fell back. Beau Priam, 
longest shot in the race, was next, making 
a brief run at the leader going down the 
backstretch. Shoemaker, employing a long 
hold and unruffled by these skirmishes, 
awaited the more businesslike challenge 
of Misty Flight. It never came. 

Nala. which had trailed the field for 5 
furlongs. bore down on the leader from 
the outside as they reached the stretch. 
Staysail moved with him, and_ together 
they ganged the leader deep in the stretch, 
but Shoemaker did not reach for the panic 
button. Then. as quickly as battle lines 
had formed, they dispersed. Given his 
head. Jewel’s Reward bounded away. 

With none of his rivals making up 
ground in the last 70 yards, Shoemaker 
reached back and tapped Jewel’s Reward, 
but only to keep him attentive to his task. 
Jewel’s Reward. his ears pricked, was a 
length on top at the wire. Nala, which 
had sacrificed ground in making his over- 
land challenge, turned in one of his better 
races, but at no time did he appear a 
serious challenge. once Shoemaker had 
relaxed his hold. 


Appraisal: Nice Colt 


The Futurity was billed as the second- 
richest race in the country this year, but 
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In the winner’s circle for the presentation of awards for Jewel’s Reward’s 
victory in the Pimlico Futurity were New York steward Francis Dunne, trainer 
Ivan Parke, Bill Shoemaker, Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham, and Marshall Cassidy. 


when the anticipated field of 12 dwindled 
to 6, the estimated $171,740 gross value 
was recomputed at $162.740. relegating it 
to fourth place. In net to the winner the 
Futurity was ahead of all but the Garden 
State Stakes and the Delaware Handicap. 

The winner’s purse of $115.347 boosted 
Jewel’s Reward’s 2-year-old earnings to 
$349,642, eclipsing Hasty Road’s record 
of $277,132 established in 1953. It also 
assured the Maine Chance homebred of 
prime consideration as the best 2-year-old 
of the year. though his defeats still out- 
rumber his victories. 

“Jewel’s Reward is a free-running colt,” 
Shoemaker said as he stepped from the 
shower and made passes with a towel at 
rivulets running down his shoulder blades. 
“Tf this colt had run in Jersey like he did 
here, we would have won the Garden 
State. I didn’t have an uneasy moment 
today.” 

Does he feel like a mile-and-a-quarter 
horse? 

“He rates himself and he runs easily.” 

Mr. Shoemaker interrupted himself to 
advise the valets who packed his gear to 
sign the slip so that he could mail them 
a check. 

“Now, what was that you said? Oh. 
yes. He'll go a mile and a quarter. He’s 
a nice colt.” 

The jockey hurried away to catch a 
flight to Texas, where he planned to hunt 
deer with Ralph Lowe. 

Downstairs in the scale room, a photog- 
rapher was trying to round up Earl Sande, 
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Sonny Workman, and Eddie Arcaro for a 
group picture. 

“Hey. wait a minute you guys.” yelled 
Arcaro, as he stuffed his blouse into his 
pants, “I’ve got to ride in this race.” 

“It’s really a comedown to ride in the 
last race. isn’t it, Eddie?” Workman joked. 

“How about that? And at a mile and 
a half. too!” Arcaro said. 

Arcare had just lost a $162.740 race. 
Now he was going out to try to win a 
$3.500 number. 


Arcaro on the 2-Year-Olds 


Twenty minutes or so later he rejoined 
the group. “That horse (Now Hear This) 
is the best cheap plater I’ve ever ridden,” 
Arcaro enthused. “He can carry weight 
and run all day.” 

Who’s the top 2-year-old in your book, 
Eddie? 

“Right now I'd have to say Jewel’s Re- 
ward is the best in the East.” 

The East? 
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“IT say the East because I think Old 
Pueblo, whom I rode on the Coast, is a 
real good colt. I think that at this stage 
he can beat Misty Flight.” 

What about Misty Flight today? 

“This wasn’t his race at all. I thought 
he was real good in his last race when he 
was beaten by Nala because Brooks out- 
foxed me. I saved ground today, but he 
came up with nothing in the last three- 
eighths.” 

What do you expect of him next year? 

“I think he'll improve as he matures. 
He’s not thoreughly developed yet. After 
all, his sister, Misty Morn, wasn’t worth a 
quarter as a 2-year-old, but at 3 she was 
best of her age and sex, wasn’t she?”

2-Way Plan for Pimlico 


A special legislative committee, set up 
to study a proposal that the Maryland 
Jockey Club sell Pimlico and merge with 
Laurel, last week received a letter from 
Bowie president Donald C. Lillis, who 
proposed 2 alternatives: either reconstruct 
Pimlico as a modern racing plant or divide 
Pimlico’s 40 days between Laurel and 
Bowie. 

Lillis said Bowie would charge the 
Maryland Jockey Club only enough to pay 
overhead expenses and that Bowie’s gain 
only would be “the one-half of 1 per cent 
from the mutuel handle, which amount 
would be plowed back into improvements 
and would thus enure to the benefit of 
the public in improved facilities.” 

In the event the Jockey Club sold its 
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plant and spent half of its days at Bowie 
and half at Laurel, it should return to the 
State of Maryland “the $2,000,000 hereto- 
fore received by Pimlico from the State 
for improvements,” Lillis said. The full 
text of his letter: 


“The members of the Bowie race track 
believe that with the use of a reasonable 
amount of ingenuity and imagination Pim- 
lico can be preserved as a modern racing 
plant and should not be abandoned, and 
we are confirmed in this view because 
more money is now bet at Pimlico than 
at either of the other two tracks. However. 
should a majority of your committee dis- 
agree and conclude that the future of rac- 
ing in Maryland would be promoted by 
the permanent closing of Pimlico. we wish 
te submit an alternative to Senate Bill 


No. 471. 


“If it is decided that the Maryland 
Jockey Club should have a vested interest 
in its 40 racing days after the sale of 
Pimlico for other purposes. and that these 
days should be owned by them and be 
awarded for conducting racing elsewhere. 
Bowie proposes to enter into a permanent 
arrangement permitting the Jockey Club 
to run twenty of its days at Bowie at no 
payment whatever except the previously 
established pro rata sharing of overhead 
expenses. Bowie’s only gain would be the 
one-half of 1 per cent from the mutuel 
handle, which amount would be plowed 
back into improvements and would thus 
enure to the benefit of the public in im- 
proved facilities. 


“It is assumed that Laurel would be 


willing to offer the same proposal cover- 
ing the Jockey Club’s remaining twenty 
days. Since the Jockey Club would then 
have a very substantial asset in the use of 
40 racing days per year without the neces- 
sity for owning a plant, and would, in 
addition, have received a very substantial 
amount from the sale of its real estate. 
it would certainly seem to be equitable 
that the $2.000.000 heretofore received 
by Pimlico from the State for improve- 
ments be repaid to the State of Maryland 
rather than to the corporation which owns 
Laurel. 

“By the adoption of this plan the two 
remaining tracks would have equal days 
with equal opportunity to compete for 
public favor, and thus avoid the evils of 
monopoly which would result from favor- 
ing one track to the detriment of the 
other. Moreover, the State would be re- 
imbursed for the $2.000.000 it gave the 
Maryland Jockey Club for improvements 
zt Pimlico. 

“In addition, if the foregoing proposal 
is accepted, Bowie would be willing to 
spend approximately $2,000.000 for fur- 
ther improvements at the Bowie track 
within the next three to five years. This 
would certainly provide Maryland with 
two modern and fully up-to-date one-mile 
tracks, and would clearly be preferable 
to the plan contemplated by Senate Bill 
No. 471. 

“We are sending a copy of this pro- 
posal to the Maryland Racing Commission 
for its consideration. A copy is also being 
sent to each member of the Special Com- 
mittee and to members of the Legislative

NEW JERSEY 
The Sure Things 


Frank Truschka, 29-year-old former 
jockey who 9 years ago was barred from 
racing for touting at Arlington Park, on 
November 14 was arrested by agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation for 
defrauding a Scranton, Pa., businessman 
of $1.200. 

The FBI said that Truschka, represent- 
ing himself as jockey Doug Dodson, had 
told William Failla that he knew of a 
sure thing going at Garden State Park. 
Failla gave Truschka $1,000 to bet on the 
horse, but Truschka sent the money to 
his own adress at Camden. Later the same 
day Truschka and Failla went to the track 
together. and Failla gave him $200, after 
which Truschka excused himself to go to 
the jockeys’ room, but instead left the 
track and went to Camden, the FBI said. 

Failla notified authorities and set up 
another meeting with Truschka. The FBI 
men arrested Truschka at Failla’s home, 
where the former jockey was arranging 
another bet on a sure thing. 

Truschka last was in trouble with au- 
thorities in January, 1955, when he was 
arrested in the stable area at Tropical 
Park and charged with possessing a hy- 
podermic needle. A stable hand had found 
Truschka lurking around one of the horses 
entered that day and had wrestled the 
needle from Truschka’s possession. A 
Dade County criminal court found him 
guilty but suspended sentencing him 
“from day to day and term to term.” 


RHODE ISLAND 
The Cow Prod 


Trainer John Venuti and his brother 
Joseph Venuti, a stable agent, last week 
were suspended by Narragansett Park 
stewards for violating Rule 152, which pro- 
hibits the use or possession of an elec- 
trical device which could be used to shock 
a horse into more speed. Their cases 
were referred to the Rhode Island Racing 
and Athletic Commission. 

Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau 
agents Vince Murphy and Robert Quirk 
said they had found in the Venuti tack 
room a “cow prod,” a device used in load- 
ing cattle. The prod, sold by Sears 
Roebuck, is a 14-inch stick with 2 metal 
prongs at one end. Three flashlight bat- 
teries provide current to the prongs. 

Joseph Venuti told the TRPB agents 
that he had bought the stick for a Rhode 
Island farmer and that he had not had an 
opportunity to deliver it. He and _ his 
brother denied ever using it on horses.

Ebelhardt to Be Replaced 


Paul Ebelhardt. manager of Calumet 
Farm since 1944. on leave of absence since 
he was struck by lightning last June 22. 
last week said that he had received from 
Mrs. Gene Markey a letter asking him 
to vacate the manager’s residence by De- 
cember 15. He and Mrs. Ebelhardt expect 
to move to Covington, Ky.. where Paul 
grew up, or to Cincinnati. 

The owner of Calumet Farm has made 
no statement, but the farm office said that 
during the first 5 months of Ebelhardt’s 
convalescence he had been kept on full 
salary and that he would continue to be 
paid on a “nearly full-time” basis until 
next June. 

Ebelhardt’s work for the most successful 
stud farm of the century began in June. 
1944, when he succeeded William Raetz- 
man as manager. It ended in June. 1957, 
when he received a severe shock from a 
lightning bolt which killed one of his 
golfing companions. For several days he 
was conscious only at intervals, but he 
has made steady progress toward a return 
to normal health.

“Of all the times I have ridden him, he was his 
best today,” said Willie Shcemaker, dismounting 
from Jewel’s Reward after a length victory in the 
Pimlico Futurity. “He was a busy horse, and I 
was a little concerned when Nala made a run 
turning for home. Jewel’s Reward is inclined to 
loaf a litle, and I used the whip.” 

Said Steve Brooks, who had riden Nala: “He 
had no chance to catch the w:nner.” 

Jewel’s Reward led all the way in the Futurity, 
a tactic used only once before in his 11 previous 
races, but the ground was covered ky a light snow 
and trainer Ivan Parke hadn’t wanted to chance 
having mud thrown in the colt’s face. 

The Futurity victory raised Jewel’s Reward’s 
earnings for the year to $349,642, more than any 
other 2-year-old ever before had won. 


He previously had taken the Washington Park 


Jewel’s Reward won the Pimlico Futurity by a length over Nala, and Staysail was third. 
$115,347, raising his 2-year-old earnings to a record $349,642, beating Hasty Road’s earnings of $277,132 for 1953. 
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Futurity and the Tremont, Cowdin, and Cham- 
pagne Stakes, and had been second in the Juvenile 
and Tyro Stakes. Only once, in the Garden State 
Stakes, had he been out of the money. His per- 
formance in the Garden State can be accounted for 
partly by the fact that he had bruised his right 
fore foot a few days before the race, and, while 
the bruise wasn’t serious, it probably was sufficient 
to discourage him from putting forth his best 
effort. 

Jewel's Reward was ene of 6 foals in the second 
crop of Jet Jewel, which Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham 
had bought for $32,000 in the 1950 Keeneland sum- 
mer sales. Jet Jewel’s racing career was cut short 
by a siege of pneumonia and subsequent wind com- 
plications. The dam, Belle Jeep, was unraced. She 
has had 2 other foals to race, both winners by 
Lord Boswell. 

Jewel's Reward’s pedigree and family particulars 
were in The Blood-Horse of July 20, page 201, 
in an acccunt of his victory in the Tremont.

On November 16 Promised Land, carrying 115 
pounds, easily beat colts of his own age in the 1,%;- 
mile Roamer Handicap, and for the 1%-mile Idle- 
wild Handicap a week later he was given 121 
pounds, 2 less by the scale than the top-weighted 
Third Brother. He ran the same type of race in the 
Idlewild, following about 6 lengths off the pace for 
6 furlongs and making his move entering the 
stretch.

One of the most talked-about 3-year-old fillies 
in Kentucky last spring was the handsome Nile 
Lily, which had won a maiden race at Hialeah in 
her first start, then scored a handy 4-length 
victory over a good field at Keeneland on April 11 
in her second effort. She was a heavy favorite 
for the Ashland Stakes on April 18, but tired in 
the stretch and finished third. It was the first of 
8 successive losses for Nile Lily, which did not 
win again until October 8. During her long drought 
she also finished third in the Oaks Prep and the 
Miss Woodford Stakes. 

For the American Beauty Handicap Nile Lily 
was fifth choice at 945-100. She had won 3 straight 
allowance tests, but her compe:ition had not been 
of the quality of Pink Velvet, Poll-O-Mine, and 
Sorceress. Nile Lily, however, never allowed her 
competitors to get close. She was 2 lengths in front 
after a quarter, and in the stretch she pulled away 
to win by 6. 

Nile Lily was foaled March 23, 1954, at Joe C.

The Alexander Brothers

R. A. Alexander’s correspondence oc- 
casionally mentioned his illnesses and 
“poor health.” and after his death obitu- 
aries said he had been in “feeble health 
for a number of years.” Some chroniclers 
have concluded that the Woodburn Farm 
owner was a semi-invalid for most of his 
life, but this was not the case; he actively 
managed Woodburn and other varied busi- 
ness interests. and he traveled extensively. 
The summer before Alexander died a 
correspondent for the Spirit of the Times 
described his impressions of the owner: 

“On the Louisville and Lexington Rail- 
road, between Frankfort and Lexington. 
is a depot and a few houses. dignified by 
the name of Spring Station. A drive of a 
mile and a quarter from the railway sta- 
tion, through the Blue Grass regions. 
brings us to an old-fashioned house, partly 


brick and partly frame. If the time is 
summer. and near the evening hour, we 
are met by a small man on the green lawn 
in front of the quaint building. who ex- 
tends his hand in token of welcome. The 
forehead is high, the hair thin, and of a 
hue approaching light brown. The eyes 
are blue, the complexion fair, and the face 
a compromise between the humorous and 
the grave. The light whiskers give a ful- 
ness to the cheeks, and the plain, neat- 
fitting dress makes the figure appear 
more Quaker-like in the subdued sunlight 
of evening. The step is light. and the 
movement of the body easy and graceful. 
Everything about him is plain to sim- 
plicity. but there is nothing austere in 
hs bearing.” 

By 1867 Woodburn, in the second dec- 
ade of its development. was one of the 
nation’s leading breeding establishments. 


The farm’ had bred 2 of the best horses 


A. J. ALEXANDER 
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of the early 1860’s, Asteroid and Norfolk. 
and one of its stallions, Lexington, had 
headed the American sire list for 6 years. 

Alexander remarked to a friend in 1867 
that he thought the farm might some day 
compile an even better record, and the 
achievements of the next 15 years surely 
surpassed even his fondest expectations. 
But Alexander did not live to enjoy what 
he had created. Taken ill early in Novem- 
ber. 1867, he appeared to have recovered 
by November 25, but he suffered a sud- 
den relapse and died on December 1. 
Cause of his death was reported as “pros- 
tration.” 


Benjamin Bruce, one of the editors of 
Turf, Field, and Farm and a brother of 
Sanders Bruce. who in 1868 published 
the first volume of the American Stud 
Book, gave the death of R. A. Alexander 
a kind of panegyrical treatment charac- 
teristic of those days. An excerpt: 


The tastes of his youth seem to have settled the 
bent of his mind in manhood. He often expressed 
o the writer his love and fondness for the high- 
mettle racer, even in childhood before he went to 
England. The passion to excel all others formed 
the master principle of his nature. At first he was 
unsuccessful upon the Turf. Most men with less 
energy and will would have been disheartened. but 
no amount of defeat seemed to check in him the 
determinaticn to succeed. He united a sound un- 
derstanding and a rich, vigorous mind with a 
logical precision of thought. His information was 
extensive and varied, and all his thoughts clear 
and well cut, but these attainmen's were held 
subordinate to the one grand passion of his nature 
—the improvement of the stock and agricultaral 
interest of his native estate. 

His knowledge of all kinds of s:ock was clear 
and accurate, but the Thoroughbred horse was 
his greatest love. This knowledge of horses and 
stock was not merely speculative, nor merely prac- 
tical, but the blended influence of thought, ac- 
tion, feeling, impulse and love. He learned to love 
the horse in childhood, studied him in manhood 
as a scholar, but felt it as a worshiper. 


R. A. Alexander was a bachelor, and 
Woodburn was inherited by his younger 
brother, Alexander John Alexander, who 
had spent the previous 10 years in Chi- 
cago. A. J. Alexander had left Woodburn 
in the 1850’s after his wife and 3 children 
had died in a scarlet fever epidemic and 
his house had been destroyed by fire. He 
returned to the farm after his brother’s 
death. 

A. J. Alexander did not share his 
brother’s intense dedication to the horse. 
He seldom visited the stables, and he 
knew the farm’s horses only by name. 
He saw relatively few callers, since most 
of those who visited at the farm did so 
chiefly to see the horses. Although A. J. 
Alexander took more interest in cattle, it is 
unfair to say he knew nothing of Wood- 
burn’s horses: he and his brother had 
corresponded in detail about them, and 
he had a workmanlike knowledge of what 
was going on. 

During his 35 years at Woodbrn A. J. 
Alexander collected one of the country’s 
best herds of Shorthorn cattle, and he 
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ST. CRISPIN has a story-book pedigree. 
He is a son of the 5-time leading American 
sire Bull Lea and is out of *Hydroplane II, 
by Hyperion, six-time leading British sire.

I think him | Asteroid] the best race horse in the U. S. by long odds and that 
if | keep him well and right I can beat Lexington’s time by several seconds under 
similar circumstances. | ran him 4 miles in better time than was made except in Lex- 
ington’s time match, and he carried more weight as a 4-year-old than Lexington did as 
a 5-year-old. 

I have been rather bullied with proposing to match Asteroid against Kentucky, a 
Lexington colt owned by some New Yorkers, and if they accept the proposition and 
Kentucky is anything like the horse I suppose him to be, you will hear of extraordinary 
racing this autumn. In his trial Asteroid ran his miles as follows: 1:51%, 1:51", 
1:49%, and 1:51, a final time of 7:23%. This over a track which was good but not 
extraordinarily fast. The weight carried was the proper weight for a 4-year-old. viz. 
104 pounds. He ran at his ease and would have done better if he had been urged, but 
this trial was made with 11 pounds more weight, comparing ages and weights, than 
Lexington carried. Lexington’s proper weight as a 5-year-old would have been 114 
pounds, whereas he carried 103 pounds. If I can judge of the effect of 11 pounds over- 
weight from the little experience I have had and the calculations I have been able to 
make, | think that it will be equal to a little over 10 seconds in the 4 miles, thus bring- 
ing his (Asteroid’s) time to 7:131%, and this too on a track that had no extra work on 
it to prepare for a fast run. 

You see what I think of this horse and in some measure I have shown you why 
1 think so well of him; as it is possible that our Yankee friends may desire to try his 
mettle, 1 wish this to be kept quiet, indeed I wish to burn this on receipt after reading it.

offered help to other Shorthorn breeders 
across the country. He set up a detailed 
record system for all departments at the 
farm, and he continued his brother’s sup- 
port of stud books for Thoroughbreds and 
Standardbreds. 

In 1862 R. A. Alexander had_ hired 
Daniel Swigert, a nephew by marriage. 
as manager of Woodburn. One of the 
ablest horsemen of his generation, Swi- 
gert selected many of the mares bought 
by Woodburn in the 1860's. In 1869 he 
left A. J. Alexander to establish his own 
farm. Stockwood Stud, and a few years 
later he bought the famed Preakness Stud, 
near Lexington. from Milton H. Sanford. 
He renamed the farm Elmendorf, which 
was the maiden name of Mrs. Swigert’s 
paternal grandmother. who was of Dutch 
Colonial stock. 


Swigert’s descendents have continued to 
play an important role in the horse busi- 
ness. His daughter Mary married Leslie 
Combs Jr., who established Belair Farm, 
near Lexington. Mary and Leslie had 3 
sons—Brownell, Lucas, and Daniel Combs. 
The first 2 sons still are active in the 
horse business, and Daniel was the father 
of Leslie Combs II. 

In 1869 Alexander hired Lucas Brod- 
head. Swigert’s 25-year-old brother-in-law, 
as Woodburn manager. Born and educated 
in Frankfort. Ky., Brodhead for more 
than 30 years was responsible for the 
trotting and Thoroughbred departments 
at Woodburn. He decided which horses 
should be bought and which sold, and he 
selected the mates for the farm’s mares. 
His record was outstanding, particularly 
in the early years of his tenure, when he 
had Lexington and *Australian. 

The extent to which Woodburn-bred 
horses dominated the American Turf dur- 
ing the years from 1864 to 1880 cannot

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be measured in money, since no statistics 
for breeders were kept until well into the 
20th century. However, there are 2 guides 
available. and they leave no doubt as to 
the farm’s supremacy. The first is the 
sire record of Lexington, which was bred 
primarily to Woodburn mares. The second 
is the percentage of good horses which 
came from Woodburn during those years. 
W. S. Vosburgh, in the third volume of 
Racing in America, mentioned 78 horses 
which he considered “celebrated race 
horses” in the period from 1865 to 1880. 
Thirty-four of these—44 per cent of the 
total—were bred at Woodburn. 

Calumet Farm has bred more top horses 
in modern years than any other American 
breeder. In the 15 years from 1941 
through 1955, 25 of the 346 horses repre- 
sented in the series American Race Horses 
were Calumet-breds. The comparison is 
not valid, of course. because it is much 
more difficult for one breeder to domin- 
ate the industry today than it was 80 
years ago. It does show, however. how in- 
fluential Woodburn Farm was during this 
15-year span from 1865 to 1880—but 
more about this next time.

and I learned a lot about riding,” said 
Mackie. 

When the lad turned 13, his interest in 
football began to crowd on his fondness 
for racing. St. Matthews High School is 
small, but it is located square in the mid- 
dle of one of the hottest football towns in 
the South. The local boys begin thinking 
of going out for the team as early as 
grammar school, and as a result of this 
intense interest in the sport, the St. Mat- 
thews Yellow Jackets have long been one 
of the most consistently successful high 
school teams in the state. One team that 
Mackie played on produced no fewer than 
7 boys who received football scholarships 
to major colleges, and 5 of these became 
stars. 

“One reason I rode horses in the first 
place was to build up my muscles and 
get in shape to play football,” said 
Mackie. 

He was 13 and still riding in races 
when he reported for his first high school 
football practice. He weighed 120 pounds. 
It wasn’t long before he broke an arm, 
and by the time it had mended he weighed 
145 and his career as a jockey was over. 

It took Mackie 2 years to make the 
St. Matthews varsity as a regular, but he 
had practiced regularly with the older 
and bigger boys. “After scrimmaging 
against them, no other football players 
ever looked big to me again.” he said. 

Mackie played tailback in St. Mat- 
thew’s single-wing offense, and college 
scouts were on his trail by the time he was 
a junior. He had scholarship offers (or 
feelers) from South Carolina, Clemson, 
Georgia Tech, Miami, Kentucky, Navy, 
North Carolina, Wake Forest and various 
other smaller schools. Mrs. John Marr, the 
Kentucky horsewoman, personally scouted 
him for the University of Kentucky and 
used Mackie’s interest in horses as an 
argument. But Mackie had decided to 
attend South Carolina, and he never 
wavered from that decision. 

In Mackie’s debut on the college foot- 
ball scene he led South Carolina’s Game- 
cocks to a 34-20 upset victory over Army. 

There is a horse racing footnote to that 
game. Mackie’s uncle, Isaac Prickett, then 
trainer and part owner of the Prickett 
racing stable, had his horses in New York 
at the time. Realizing that Mackie’s father 
would be up for the Army contest, Isaac 
on Thursday before the game entered a 
colt at Belmont Park named Noble Try, 
by Noble Creek, so that McIver could see 
him run. Noble Try won, and his victory 
received widespread publicity as a good 
omen for S, C. 

An early-season injury spoiled Mackie’s 
junior year, but the next season he again 
was one of the best backs in the tough 
conference. Said coach Warren Giese:

“Mackie has the coolest head under fire 
I have ever seen and one of the most 
imaginative. . . . Of course, the boy is 
far above average in intelligence, and has 
an inborn air of leadership. When he 
says something, people listen. Another 
thing. he never thinks in terms of today. 
He’s always got his mind on the future.” 

In Mackie’s mind, his future is in horse 
racing and breeding. And the sooner he 
gets into the business the better he will 
like it. 

He is spending the fall teaching football 
to freshmen and picking up the final bits 
of knowledge offered by the school of 
pharmacy. 

Why pharmacy? 

“Well, I figured that pharmacy wouldn’t 
hurt me when I become a Thoroughbred 
trainer and, then, too, it is something to 
fall back on in case everything doesn’t go 
right.” 

Immediate plans? 

“This spring I will go to the races with 
Jimmy Rankin (Mclver Prickett’s pres- 
ent trainer) and I'll help him in any way 
I can. Of course I want to get my trainer’s 
license as soon as I can. Maybe in an- 
other year we'll have enough horses to 
split into 2 divisions and I can _ take 
one of them.” 

Even when he was playing football 
Mackie never neglected horses; he spent 
considerable time at the farm and made 
many trips to the races and the sales. He 
was a frequent visitor at the Columbia 
training stables during the winter months 
and liked nothing better than talking 
horses with veteran trainer Max Hirsch. 

“Why if it hadn’t been for Mr. Hirsch.” 
Mackie said. “I don’t see how we could 
have ever gotten started. Certainly with- 
out him we could never have obtained 
Noble Creek, and Noble Creek was the 
real beginning of our stable. He has given 
us advice on many, many horses.” 
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SUSPENSION 


4-Rule Violation 
Jockey Robert J. Martin, 29, suspended 


by the Maryland Racing Commission in 
1951 for betting on horses other than those 
he rode, last week was suspended again 
by the same body. The charges were sub- 
stantially the same; that he had violated 4 
rules regarding wagering. The commis- 
sion did not make public the exact nature 
of the complaints against Martin, saying 
only that there had been infractions of 
Rules 109, 115, 195, and 196: 

Rule 109. No person shall commit or 
conspire with any other person to commit 
or connive with any other person to com- 
mit any corrupt or fraudulent practice in 
relation to racing in this or any other 
country. 

Rule 115. Every person licensed by the 
commission, if approached with an offer 
or a suggestion for a bribe, or any im- 
proper corrupt or fraudulent act or prac- 
tice in relation to a race or racing or that 
any race shall be conducted otherwise 
than fairly and in accordance with these 
rules shall immediately report the matter 
to the stewards. 

Rule 195. No jockey shall bet on any 
race except through the owner or trainer 
of, and on, the horse which he rides, nor 
shall he receive presents from persons 
other than the owner or trainer of such 
horse. 

Rule 196. No person shall knowingly 
act in the capacity of part owner or trainer 
of any horse in which a jockey possesses 
an interest, nor shall he make any bet with 
or in behalf of any jockey, except as pro-

vided in the preceding paragraph of this 
rule, nor shall otherwise aid or abet in 
any breach of these rules. 


The Maryland commission said it would 
hear Martin’s case on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 26. 

Martin’s previous suspension, given him 
in May, 1951, was for 10 years, but in 
September, 1953, the young rider was al- 
lowed the freedom of Maryland race 
tracks during the morning exercise hours. 
In September, 1956, the commission rein- 
stated Martin with the provision that any 
breach of conduct, whether in Maryland 
or any other state, would result in action 
against him. 

Chairman D. Eldred Rinehart acknowl- 
edged that Martin had ridden in only one 
race in Maryland this year, but he said 
there was evidence of wrong-doing in “New 
Jersey and other states.” 


Precedent for Management 


Martin hadn’t ridden at Monmouth Park, 
however, since his suspension. After his re- 
instatement in Maryland in 1956 he obtain- 
ed a license from the New Jersey Racing 
Commission; but Monmouth Park refused 
to allow him to ride there, and he prompt- 
ly challenged in court the track’s right to 
refuse him once the State of New Jersey 
had issued a license. The track held 
that, as a private enterprise, it had this 
right, and the litigation went to the United 
States District Court at Trenton, where 
judge Phillip Forman, setting a precedent 
for management, ruled in favor of Mon- 
mouth Park. Said judge Forman: 

I find that the defendant is a private 
corporation . . . It has some connotation 
of strong governmental control, but so has 
an insurance company, so has a bank, so 
have many corporations. It isn’t in the na- 
ture of a corporation that has the right of 
eminent domain, nor has it the common 
carrier aspect of a corporation supervised 
by the Public Utility Commission. I am 
convinced that the defendant is the kind 
of private corporation upon which the 
State has fastened a number of regula- 
tions. However, no statute of the State 
dictates that each racing club licensed 
by the State must accept each jockey li- 
censed by the State, nor indeed, is there a 
regulation that I can find or that has been 
brought to my attention of the Racing 
Commission that each jockey licensed by 
the Commission must be employed by the 
individual jockey clubs licensed by the 
Commission ...1 am constrained to feel 
that there is no more obligation upon 
the defendant to accept the services of 
the plaintiff than there would be in the 
ordinary private hospital in accepting the 
services and giving the hospital facilities 
over for use to the licensed physician or 
surgeon.”

STALLION 
FERTILITY 


Again, 55.8 Per Cent Foals 


The November issue of the Racing Cal- 
endar included sire-fertility data for horses 
reported to have covered at least 10 mares 
in the course of the 1954 breeding season. 
presenting the figures in the format which 
has become standard in the last few years 
and with the following standardized in- 
troduction: 

The following statistics relate to sires wh'ch 
covered 10 or more mares in 1954. 

The num'er of foals reported refers to foals 
for which applications for registration were filed. 
I. does not necessarily mean that all such applica- 
tions were completed or Registration Certificates 
issued. 

The figures in the column headed “No Report” 
refer to mares for which no report was received 
for 1955. The figures have a direct bearing on 
the fertility percentage, which can be made more 
accurate only if breeders co-operate by supplying 
repors of mares having no living foals. 

The Racing Calendar calculates fertility 
percentage on the basis of number of 
mares covered less the number which died 
and the number for which no report was 
received. Bar Sinister, for instance. is 
given as having covered 14 mares; 1 of 
these died and 5 were unreported in 1955; 
the remaining 8 conceived; and fertility 
is reported as 100 per cent. 

As in previous years, The Blood-Horse 
has taken the liberty of making a slight 
rearrangement in the order of presenting 
the data and the further liberty of re- 
calculating the percentages, arbitrarily 
grouping the no-report mares with the bar- 
ren. Actually. of course. the no-report 
group should be assumed to be made up 
largely of mares which died, since the nor- 
mal mortality rate is much higher than the 
2 per cent reported dead. The percent- 
age of fertility can never be obtained ex- 
actly under any conditions, but the more 
important percentage of living foals can 
be given with a near approach to exact- 
ness. 

From the data provided by the Racing 
Calendar the various columns have been

estimated at about 60 per cent. 

Results of the 4 breeding seasons for 
which the registry office of The Jockey 
Club has provided data under several 
headings are summarized in an accom- 
panying tabulation. 

The high percentage of unreported 
mares tends to put question marks against 
the data in 3 other categories. Some of the 
no-report mares had foals which did not 
live to be registered; some of them were 
barren; and some of them died. 

A total of 582 stallions were reported 
as having covered at least 10 mares in 
1954 as compared with 553 in 1933. 520 
in 1952. and 537 in 1951. Their distribu- 
tion according to the percentage of mares 
pregnant, excluding mares reported dead. 
is shown in the tabulation below, with cu- 
mulative percentages comparing the 1954 
distribution with that of the 1953 and 1952 
breeding seasons:
